The hatch might not be ai 
all uniform or the natural mortality 
of nowly-hatcherl scale might be very 
slight, which would mean a heavy 
infestation next fall.

part of growers. Infestations have 
run as high as 85 per cent in that 
county. 
Many growers there are

Are Estimated

Visitors 
sometimes 
ask 
me, 


"When you lay your plans to con- 


struct a million horsepower steam- 
power electric generating plant and 
the necessary distribution equipment 
with the vast expenditures which 
such programs entail, what assurance 
have you that all this activity is 
justified; that, all of this electrical 
growth will be needed?" 


My answer to such queries is that 


wo have faith in southern California 
and central California—and a vision 
of its possibilities. If they should 
press me further and ask, "What is 
vision?" I would re.ply that it is the 
sane balance of the two faculties, 
common sense and imagination. 


Let me illustrate the actual work- 


ing out of our engineering and sta- 
tistical forecasts for the first quarter 
of 1927. Our computations convinced 
us that we would have to provide for 
7200 new domestic consumers during 
this period. Up to the close of busi- 
ness on March 31, we had taken on- 
to our lines 7o82 new consumers, 
within 4 per cent of our estimates.

Repented experience in 
making 


such prophecies and seeing them be- 
come realities have given us 'confi- 
dence to look ahead even as far as 
ten years, with a surety that our ex- 
pectations will be met by this south- 
west empire. 


When it is possible to foretell with 


such accuracy the growth of the do- 
mestic load, the most uncertain fac- 
tor met by the electric utility, it will 
be readily apparent that we are truly 
shooting at a known mark when we 
lay our plans for future growth. 


In making these forecasts we util- 


ize all the known factors commonly 
used by the up-to-the-minute business 
executive, such as bank clearings, 
building permits, real estate trans- 
fers and similar sources. In addition 
to these more obvious indices we 
keen a very careful eye on every 
movement initiating in the communi- 
ties served. Practically everything 
tliat happens is of some value to the 
forward looking man of industry to- 
day. For example, plans have been 
perfected and initial financing lias 
been arranged to establish a great 
botanical 
garden 
near this city. 


Wliat effect has that on the electrical 
business? What is the relation be- 
tween orchids and kilowatts? 


It will have this effect: As work 


on garden progresses, scientists from, 
all over the world will come hare— 
some merely to visit, others to re- 
main. They will be drawn by the 
botanical garden just as they have 
been drawn by the Mt. Wilson ob- 
servatory and the great laboratories 
at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology in Pasadena. As their num- 
ber grows we will take on a scienti- 
fic atmosphere. Industries, seeking a 
western outlet, will locate liere be- 
cause these great 
men and their 


equipment are available to supple- 
meat the industrial man's own facili- 
ties. 


Industries ancan payrolls, houses, 


stores—a market for more kilowatts, 
and HO we plan another powerhouse. 
Even as more industries, and stores, 
mean more power houses, so in turn 
will more power houses, in. so far as 
they guarantee adequate electric ser- 
vice to the community, be translat- 
able into more industries, houses and 
stores. Electric service is but one 
link which goes to make up our com- 
plicated social and business struc- 
ture. To change the metaphor, it is 
but one spoke in the wheel of pro- 
gress, but is the spoke without 
which the entire wheel will inevita- 
bly collapse. 


Those farseeing people who early 


in the century recognized the pres- 
ence of this 
prosperity-producing 


combination in Southern California 
are the people to whom we look for 
leadership today. It is the man or 
woman of today who recognizes that 
this prosperity cycle of electricity- 
industry-homes is still in o.peration. 
that the prizes of the future belong.

A bill revising the motor vehicle 


act has passed the California legisla- 
ture and now awaits Gov. Young's 
signature.

Increases speed limit on open high-

Makes mandatory examination of 


new applicants for operator's licenses 
instead of discretionary as formerly. 


Provides for revocation of licenses 


on three convictions of reckless driv- 
ing instead of speeding as hereto- 
fore. 


Provides for compiling data on the 


number, location and cause of all 
highway accidents resulting in death 
or injury. 


Requires peace officers to report 


thefts of motor vehicles. 


Permits juries to recommend the 


| punishment in drunken driving cases 
which now are felonies, and provides 
that judges cannot impose a sentence 
greater than that recommended.
